The action of the Opera is laid in Spain, in and about 
the City of Madrid, in the seventeenth century. 


ACT I. 
A Square in Madrid 


It is the forenoon of the first day of Holy Week. The gypsy, 
Maritana, is singing to the crowd, and is watched with admira- 
tion by the King who is disguised. Don José de Santarem 
recognises him, and notes his interest in Maritana. He hopes to 
use this in furthering his own presumptuous suit with the neg- 
lected Queen. 


The onlookers disperse, and Maritana leaves the Square. Don | 
Cæsar de Bazan, an impetuous spendthrift, who has been long 
absent from Madrid, comes on the scene, and is remembered 
by Don José. While they are chatting, Lazarillo, an apprentice ] 


fleeing from his stern master, rushes into the Square. He arouses 
the sympathy of Don Cæsar, who, on the arrival of the soldiers 
in pursuit of the apprentice, engages in a duel with the Captain 
of the Guard. There is an edict of the King in force that he 
who fights with the sword shall be shot except during Holy 
Week, when he shall suffer death by hanging. Don Caesar and 
Lazarillo are arrested. | 


INTERVAL 


ACT 2. — Scene 1. | 
Interior of a Prison on the following morning 


Don José makes an early morning call on the imprisoned Don 
Caesar, and proposes to use his influence to have Don Cæsar 
executed like a soldier, by shooting, instead of hanging, on con- 
dition that he will marry a veiled lady. The condemned noble- 
man consents, believing that the simple motive is the conferring 
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of his title on the bride. The veiled lady is Maritana, and Don 
José has planned to introduce her at Court, after she becomes 
Countess of Bazan, and thereby hopes to pursue his suit with 
the Queen. While the soldiers are singing and drinking, Lazarillo 
removes the bullets from their guns, ensuring Don Ceesar’s 
escape. 


Scene 2. 


Salon in the Palace of the Marquis de Montefiori— 
later the same night 


. Don José forces the Marquis and his wife to present Maritana 
as their niece. She meets the King, who impersonates her hus- 
band Don Cæsar. The latter arrives, disguised, and demands 
to see his wife. Don José, seeing his scheme threatened, per- 
suades the Marchioness to appear as the “veiled bride." Don 

1 Cæsar is re-arrested and Maritana is sent by Don José to the 
Royal Villa at Aranjuez. 


INTERVAL 


ACT 3. 


Interior of the Royal Villa at Aranjuez— 
later that night 


Maritana is again subjected to the unwelcome attentions of 
the King. Don Cæsar, who has escaped, forces an entry into 
| the villa, and recognises the King. The latter claims to be the 
d Count Don Cæsar de Bazan, whereupon Don Cæsar decides to 
impersonate the King, and so is enabled to learn that à Royal 
Pardon has been granted to him. Risking all, he seeks Maritana 
and convinces her that he is the man she mysteriously married. 
Then, seeking to escape, he enters the Royal Gardens and arrives 
just in time to rescue the Queen from the insolent Don José, 
whom he slays in the encounter. He re-enters the Royal Villa 
and discloses all to the King, who restores Maritana to him, and, 

as a reward, appoints him Governor of Valentia.
